_ Inthe beginning, it's wild country, a pine forest made dark by its 
own density, filled with bear and deer and wolves, and ‘ wild 
game. Along its straw padded paths came the white man, hearing: 
its very quietness drop like the dew, broken,, only occasionally by 
a falling straw or pine cone or the quick movement of animal or 
game scurrying out of his way. Following the path, he came finally 
into light, to a break in the thickness. He peered forward, ad- 
vancing. What was it before him in the clearing? A village? Indians? 
Thus the white man might have come to Center for the first time. 
Situated in the area where Pat and, Vernell Bilbo now Use, Center 
_was inhabited by Choctaw Indians who depended for a living 
largely upon wild game and wild fruit and berries. They did little 
farming, for they had no beast of burden, and what farming they 
did was crude and primitive Their homes were made of poles 
slanted in at the "top and tied and covered with bark and 
sometimes skins of animals or palmetto leaves There were other 
groups of Indians. living over what is now Pearl River County, and 
'B Center was the meeting place for all these groups. They gathered 
7 here to hold their cries, and their ball games, and their other 
ceremonies and festivities, dancing, during some of them, around 
an oak tree that stood where the present intersection at Palmer". 
Store now is, 
One of the first white men to' come into this Indian village to live 
was Freeman Jones, an Indian Agent and Peace Officer who came 
with his, wife Virginia Hendon and their family." The Center Indians 
were friendly to Jones. and the other whites who came, and 
Freeman Jones was, in turn, a friend to the Indians, helping them 
whenever he could." When Hancock County was formed 
according” to S.G. Thigpen in his book "Pearl River", Center was 
made the county seat. As a Peace Officer, Jones helped build the 
first Jail in Center. One, can imagine that the village was a busy, 
lively place, But it changed in, the 1830s when 'the Indians were, 
ordered to reservations and the county seat was' moved. Many of 
the whites moved with it, but not Freeman Jones and his family. 
They stayed in Center: and Virginia continued to cross the branch 
( to the oak tree around which the Indians first held their festivities 
and kneel there and pray for a church to be built she and Freeman 
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had six children Hendon, Robert - Rebecca, Samantha Freeman, 
and Zachery. 

Meanwhile, northwest of Center another man was making his way 
along the dark and narrow paths of the pine forests, seeking the 
lost that he might save them. W.H. Varnado does not belong to 
Caesar alone but to many communities and churches. in this area. 
He was born in South Carolina but moved to Pike County with his 
parents when he was five’ years of age. He was not saved until 

he was 30 years old, but he worked zealously and faithfully for the 
Lord the rest of his life. Hardy Smith once described him as a man 
who “under took all the world he could well do, having to travel 
many miles through desolate regions and liable to miss his way as 
there were no good roads and pathways were dim, and bridges 
were not looked for. He had to ford creeky and branches as best 
he could. When he got to his appointments, way worn and 
fatigued, instead of being despondent he would greet all with a 
smile and hearty handshake.” A.M. Slaydon recalled that Varnado 
“would preach with great earnestness and vim, uncompromising 
in anything that would in the least injure the cause of truth.” 
Slaydon also said that "One grand trait was his constant and firm 
adherence to Bible principles. Nothing could move him from the 
faith once for all delivered to the saints." Like other, men who 
preached in this wilderness, Varnado had to make a Living 

aside from his ministry. He built the first sawmill in this section, on 
Cathoula near Picayune. with a capacity of 15 or 20 thousand feet 
per day; and he was the first to make a shipment of ilumber from 
the county. He settled in the area of the Zack Lee place. 

w.H. Varnado was married three times, the last time to Emily Zach- 
ery. Among his children were Emanuel D., Louis H., Isharn E., 
Emeline 'D. and Louis Patrick. 

And somewhere up in North Carolina, Peyton Lee and his wife 
Annie decided to move south and look for a new home. They took 
their children and made their way into South Carolina, across Into 
Georgia, and from Georgia over into Alabama where they got on 
the military road that Andrew Jackson had built for his army in 
1814. Following the old military road they caine to what is now 
north Hancock County and made camp between Hickory and 
Catahoula Creeks. About that time it began to rain; and it rained 
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for days, flooding the creeks so that they could not be crossed. But 
by the time the rain stopped and a crossing could be made, Peyton 
and his family Hed decided to make this spot their home. And the 
home that the Lees made in what would become Leetown 
acquired the reputation of being friendly and hospitable. Annie 
was Called Annie Good Lee, and was fun loving. At Big Meeting 
time, the young girls liked to stay at Peyton and Annie's because 
they had so much fun, and Caroline and Elizabeth Lee often found 
themselves sleeping in the hay loft to accommo- date guests. 
Peyton and Annie had six children: James wesley, washington, 
Roger, Thomas, Elizabotli, and Helen Caroline. 

H.L. Pearson had been born in 1828," "a natives of Tennessee,” ac- 
cnrding to a memorium written at his death in 1896. He came into 
the area as an orphan, by way of New Orleans and Gainesville.. At 
the age of 13, Pearson and another boy ran away from Tennessee 
and came to New Orleans, where they met a third boy. The three 
of them went to Gasinesville where they got jobs on the river 
boats hauling Lumber between Kiln and Gainesville. The 
memorium inserted into the church nimutes when Pearson died 
stated that "-by frugalsity and industry he gained a competence 
sufficient to bear himself well in life....Be it remembered that Bro 
Pearson so conducted himself as to receive and merit the good 
opinion of ails men,.. .a more charitable man never lived." 

In 1842 Virginin and Hendon Jones prayers were answered and a 
Metholist church was built, close by the oak tree tinder which she 
had prayed, When the Baptists came to out nuimber the 
Methodists, however, the church was reconstituted in 1852 as 
Union Baptist Church. Maison Molcomb cut the first pole for the 
building and W.H. Varnado was the first pastor. Freeman Jones 
helped in the building and he and Virginia and H.L. were all 
charter members. 

A Center Private School was also built during this time period. Two 
of Peyton's children, James wesley and Helen Caroline, attended it, 
as did Reuben Smith. Newt Breland would later attend, and his 
brother Lawson woild teach. 

Hardy Smith, horn in 1838, the same year as Reuben Smith, came 
into the Caesar-Salem area with his family in 1850. He walked from 
his home to Center to church and became active In Its work. In I 
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1863 He married Sarah Jane Stanford at Center. Sarah Janes"s 

father, Noah, had been Judge of the Courts when Center was the 

seat of Hancock County. 
Both Noah nod his wife Elizabeth, originally Methodists, were 

_ charter members of Union Baptist Church Hardy and Sarah Jane 

made their home on Mill Creek five miles south of Center and 
continued to attend church at union. where Hardy served as 
Superintendent of the Sunday School at one time and at another 
time as Chairman of tbe Board of Christian Education. He also 
served as Union's delegate to the Association many times, and 
represented it at the Southern Baptist Convention when that 
body met in Meridian, riding horseback most of the way since the 
railroad had not yet been built. Hardy Smith also pastored many 
small churches and missions, walking many miles to spread the 
gospel, often stopping to witness to people he met on the road. 


Sometime between 1850 and 1860, Reuben Breland came into the 
area with his family. Originally a Methodist, he became a Baptist 
and an itinerant missionary preacher, ordained by Union Baptist 
Church in 1857. Like Varnado and the other missionary preachers, 
he also had to make his living aside from preaching, and he had a 
grist mill, located on Catahoula down from the old Powell place, 
where he and his wife Sarah Fillingin had settled with their family. 
Sarah Fillingin fits our picture of the pioneer woman. She wasn't 
afraid to hitch up the ox to the cart and go to market on the 
coast. She'd let it be known around that on a certain day she 
would be going to the coast so that anyone who wanted anything 
from the market could place his order or so that anyone who had 
anything to sell, like chickens or eggs, could have it ready when 
she went. And on that day, everyone knew when she was coming 
because he would hear her ox whip popping amile away. She 
would collect the items to besold and everyone told her what 
they wished her to bring back for them. She never wrote 
anything down. Then off to market she went. And when the 
popping was heard again, everyone knew that Sarah had 
returned from her trip and would have the things! they had 
ordered. Reuben and Sarah had twelve children: Dawson, 
Roseann, Nancy, Joseph, Sarah, Mary, Matilda, Louise,Worth and 
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Quitman (twins), Newton, and Caroline. 

Freeman Jones, Peyton Lee, W. H.Varnado, Reuban Breland: 
it was inevitable that their children would meet and marry. 
Jones’ son Hendon met and married Reuben Breland’s daughter 
Matilda, and , Jones’ daughter Rebecca met Peyton Lee's son 
James Wesley and they were married. 
and H. L. Pearson met Roseann at the kilm at a candle-burning , 
or Catholic feast day mass . They were married in 1858 and made 
their homeup onthe old Boaz Jones place. At first they lived in 
a little 12x11 log cabin hut with a dirt oven fireplace outside 
until he got the big house built . They had twelve children: 
Reuben , John, Leander, Jane, Mary Ann, Alice, Rose, Ben, 
Albert, Will, Tom, and Joe. Roseann is still remembered. Mrs. 
Ben Lee once told me that during church," When a child or 
baby cried, Aunt Roseanne would get a dipper of water first 
, and if that wouldn't satisfy it, she would have a bag of biscuits 
orsyurp cookies close, and one of the two would usually 
quiet it.” Mrs. Lula Holloway told me that sometimes

In the beginning, it was wild country, a pine forest made dark by its own 
density, filled with bear and deer and wolves and wild game. Along its straw-padded 
paths came the white man, hearing its very quietness drop like the dew, broken only 
occasionally by a falling straw or pine cone or the quick movement of animal or 
game scurrying out of his way. following the path, he came finally into light, to a 
break in the thickness. He peered forward, advancing. What was it before him in the 
clearing? A village? Indians? Thus the white man might have come to Center for the 
first time. Situated in the area where Pat and Vernell Bilbo now live, Center was 
inhabited by Choctaw Indians who depended for a living largely upon wild game and 
wild fruit and berries. They did little farming, for they had no beast of burden, and 
what farming they did was crude and primitive. Their homes were made of poles 
slanted in at the top and tied and covered with bark and sometimes skins of animals 
or palmetto leaves. There were other groups of Indians living over what is now Pearl 
River County, and Center was the meeting place for all these groups. They gathered 
here to hold their cries, and their ball games, and their other ceremonies and 
festivities, dancing, during some of them, around an oak tree that stood where the 
present intersection at Palmer’s Store now is. 

One of the first white men to come into this Indian village to live was Freeman 
Jones, an Indian Agent and Peace Officer who came with his wife Virginia Hendon 
and their family. The Center Indians were friendly to Jones and the other whites who 
came, and Freeman Jones was, in turn, a friend to the Indians, helping them 
whenever he could. When Hancock County was formed, according to S. G. Thigpen in 
his book “Pearl River”, Center was made the county seat. As a Peace Officer, Jones 
helped build the first jail in Center. One can imagine that the village was a busy, 
lively place. But it changed in the 1830’s when the Indians were ordered to 
reservations and the county seat was moved. Many of the whites moved with it, but 
not Freeman Jones and his family. They stayed in Center; and Virginia continued to 
cross the branch to the oak tree around which the Indians first held their festivities 
and kneel there and pray for a church to be built. She and Freeman had six Children: 
Hendon, Robert, Rebecca, Samantha, Freeman, and Zachery. 

Meanwhile, northwest of Center, another man was making his way along the 
dark and narrow paths of the pine forests, seeking the lost that he might save them. 
W. H. Varnado does not belong to Caesar alone but to many communities and churches 
in this area. He was born in South Carolina but moved to Pike County with his parents 
when he was five years of age. He was not saved until he was 30 years old, but he 
worked zealously and faithfully for the Lord the rest of his life. Hardy Smith once 
described him as a man who “undertook all the world he could well do, having to 
travel many miles through desolate regions and liable to miss his way as there were 
no good roads and pathways were dim, and bridges were not looked for. He had to ford 
creeks and branches as best he could. When he got to his appointments, way-worn 
and fatigued, instead of being despondent he would greet all with a smile and hearty 
handshake.” A. M. Slaydon recalled that Varnado “would preach with great 
earnestness and vim, uncompromising in anything that would in the least injure the 
cause of truth.” Slaydon also said that “One grand trait was his constant and firm 
adherence to Bible principles. Nothing could move him from the faith once for all 
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delivered to the saints.” Like other men who preached in this wilderness, Varnado 
had to make a living aside from his ministry. He built the first sawmill in this section, 
on Catahoula near Picayune, with a capacity of 15 or 20 thousand feet per day; and he 
was the first to make a shipment of lumber from the county. He settled in the area of 
the Zack Lee place. W. H. Varnado was married three times, the last time to Emily 
Zachery. Among his children were Emanuel D., Louis H., Isham E., Emeline D., and 
Louis Patrick. 

And somewhere up in North Carolina, Peyton Lee and his wife Annie decided to 
move south and look for a new home. They took their children and made their way 
into South Carolina, across into Georgia, and from Georgia over into Alabama where 
they got on the military road that Andrew Jackson had built for his army in 1814. 
Following the old military road they came to what is now north Hancock County and 
made camp between Hickory and Catahoula Creeks. About that time it began to rain; 
and it rained for days, flooding the creeks so that they could not be crossed. But by 
the time the rain stopped and a crossing could be made, Peyton and his family had 
decided to make this spot their home.

When the 
Baptists came to outnumber the Methodists, however the church was reconstituted in 
1852 as Union Baptist Church. Madison Holcomb cut the first pole for the building and 
W. H. Varnado was the first pastor. Freeman Jones helped in the building and he and 
Virginia and H. L. were all charter members. 

A Center Private School was also built during this time period. Two of Peyton’s 
children, James Wesley and Helen Caroline, attended it, as did Reuben Smith. Newt 
Breland would later attend, and his brother Dawson would teach.

At first they lived in a little 12 X 14 
log cabin hut with a dirt oven fireplace outside until he got the big house built. They 
had twelve children: Reuben, John, Leander, Jane, Mary Ann, Alice, Rose, Ben Albert, 
Will, Tom, and Joe. Roseanne is still remembered. Mrs. Ben Lee once told me that 
during church, “When a child or baby cried, Aunt Roseanne would get a dipper of 
water first, and it that wouldn't satisfy it, she would have a bag of biscuits or syrup 
cookies close, and one of the two would usually quiet it.” Mrs. Lula Holloway told me 
that sometimes the crying child might be some distance from Aunt Roseanne and her 
cookies, but she would hand the cookie to the person next to her and that person 
would hand it to the person next to him, and the cookie would be passed all the way 
down the row and over to the next and on down the line until it reached its 
destination. Everyone knew when that had happened, because the crying suddenly 
stopped. 

Another of Reuben Breland’s daughters, Sarah, married Reuben Smith, who 
had come to the area as a young man and met Sarah while he was working for her 
father. They had eight children: Eran, Albert, Early, George Sherman, Louis Wise, 
Sarah Elizabeth, Reuben Oliver, and Richmond Cleveland. 

Freeman Jones’ other daughter, Samantha, married W.H. Varnado’s son, Louis 
Patrick. They would have four children: America, Virginia, Frankie, and Louis 
Gilbert. 

The Hiram Stewart family had come into the present Pearl River County area 
in 1840. Hiram’s son Prentiss Ebenezer made his home between the present 
Poplarville and Steep Hollow. He and his wife had seven children: Sarah Elizabeth, 
George Bruner, Mary Frances, Hiram A., Emily, Annie Jane, and Zeno. George Bruner 
would Marry H. L. and Roseanne’s daughter Mary Ann, and George’s sister Sarah 
would marry Mary Ann’s brother John. Both families would settle in north Caesar, 
while Zeno Stewart would marry and settle in close to the Center. 

But before all that, the Civil War erupted, and while there was practice drilling 
down by the oak tree and some of the young men left to fight, Center itself was 
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physically untouched by this event. Afterwards, however, women like Samantha 
Jones Varnado had to contend with the jayhawkers who roamed over the area. 

Indians who had evaded the reservation came occasionally to Center during 
those Reconstruction days, selling or trading their handmade baskets and other 
wares. Freeman Jones was an old man now, sitting on his front porch, visiting with 
the old Indian chief who came with the Indians to sell, telling stories out of the past. 

But the young were still getting married and having children, pushing life 
forward. Freeman’s son Zachery had grown up and was married, an active man in the 
community and church. He had a sawmill at one time, just down from Pat and Vernell 
Bilbo’s, and later he had a grist mill. He was a surveyor and a mechanic, and a 
carpenter, and a constable, and a deacon. He was also the church clerk, and he 
chaired many committees, church and civic, and went as a delegate to church 
associational meetings. And if something had to be built or repaired, Z. T. Jones seems 
always to have got the job. He was married three times, his last wife H. L. and 
Roseanne’s daughter Sarah Jane. 

And there was Reuben Breland’s son Newton. Following his father’s footsteps, 
he, too became a preacher, going out to places unreached by anyone else, preaching 
and singing and leaving an influence for good. 

In 1870, Reuben Breland died. In 1876, Peyton Lee died. In 1877, Freeman Jones 
became blind. And sometime between 1877 and 1897 the W. F. Spence family moved 
into Center from the Bay area. 

Dr. Spence has been eulogized as a man who gave himself in service to others, 
attending to those who could not pay with just as much consideration and care as he 
gave to those who could pay. He traveled on horseback to the sick, making long, 
frequent trips. If the patient was critical, Dr. Spence stayed until the crises was over, 
sometimes for days. He represented Hancock County at the Constitutional Convention 
of 1890 and is credited with establishing the F and AM Lodge here at Caesar. Dr. 
Spence’s family included Melitta, Joe, Maude, Barney. 

Another man who came to this immediate area soon after the Civil War was 
Thomas Dossett. he and a brother, called Buddy, came from Alabama. J. R. Furr wrote 
vividly of Dossett at his death in 1928: “Much credit is due men like Bro. Dossett,” he 
said, “But we are prone to forget .. . when the country was a veritable pine forest, 
just becoming known to the incisions of the turpentine axe, and later to the 
sawmill’;s ravages, Mr. Dossett winded his way through the pine trees along the trails 
that led to the little churches, and there preached from the book that has always 
been the forerunner of civilization in this country. Men like Mr. Dossett went about 
their work for the Master under different conditions than today - not for personal 
gain- money or favor in other men’s eyes, or men’s praise but because, from reading 
the Bible, they wanted to help their fellowmen. Inspiration from the Bible sent them 
among crude surroundings with their message as they pieced it together from 
reading the scriptures.” Thomas married Sarah Parker, and some of their children 
were Winnie, Candace, Edward and Fannie. 

Alec Spiers came courting Rebecca’s daughter Lourinda and they got married 
and made their home in Caesar. One of their sons was George, who also settled in the 
Caesar area with his family. 

In 1891, Freeman Jones died. In 1895, W. H. Varnado died. and in 1896, H. L. 
Pearson died. They had already relinquished the reins of leadership to the next 
generation and that generation, in turn, would soon be passing them on to the next. 
Life went forward. Samantha and Louis’ daughter America married A. J. (Shug) Bilbo, 
while America’s brother Louis Gilbert married A. J.’s sister Missouri. James Lee’s son 
J. W., Jr. married H. L. and Roseanne’s daughter Alice and they settled in Caesar, 
while James’ son Robert married Laura Lee and also settled in Caesar. And Zack Jones’ 
son Nicodemus married Lizzie Odom, but Nick would die, as would Missouri Bilbo 
Varnado, and L. G. Varnado and Lizzie would marry. 
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By the turn of the century, quiet, peaceful little Center began to stir 
somnolently under the prodding of outside forces. Timber and turpentine companies 
had bought large tracts of the South’s virgin timberlands and the Center area was 
included. Weston Lumber Company laid a logging railroad right through the present 
Caesar and two turpentine stills were built. In addition to the company stores, there 
were Wilson’s Store, Alexander’s Store, a Masonic Lodge, a high school, a church, and 
a sawmill or two. The Center Mercantile Company was established at the beginning of 
the century by Lawson Lee, Will Lee, Russell Smith, R. E. Lee, Jim Rester, Bruner 
Stewart, and Leander Pearson, with Rutil Mitchell as manager. Across from the 
Center Mercantile was Dolph and Martin Jones’ blacksmith shop. Alec and Lou’s son 
George had a store and a blacksmith shop across from Palmer’s Store at one time. and 
Lizzie Nick had a millinery shop somewhat across from Center Mercantile. Dr. 
Spence’s son Joe was Caesar;s dentist during this period, and a Dr. Herrin practiced 
medicine here then. Dr. F.Z. Goss came as Caesar’s doctor in 1920. All of this activity 
required a postoffice and one was established on January 10, 1900. The name Center 
could not be used since it was already in use in Attala County. So another name had to 
be chosen. Alpheus Batson was the first postmaster and, from reports, history- 
concious: therefore, it would have natural for him to name this new postoffice after a 
tribe of Indians in the Pearl River County area who had called their chief Caesar, 
thus continuing an Indian name for the village. Dunbar Rowland, in his history, 
“Mississippi,” published in 1907, described it: “Caesar, a postoffice in the north 
central part of Hancock County, situated on Catahoula Creek, about 25 miles from Bay 
St. Louis, the county seat. It has several stores, a church, a school, and one of the 
largest turpentine plants in the state. The town is located on the H. Weston Lumber 
Co.’s R. R. and is a prosperous place.” 

By 1922, however, when the postoffice was discontinued, the timber and 
turpentine industries had moved on, taking people and businesses with them. Other 
changes followed. In 1925 the school ceased to be a high school but continued as a 
grammar school until 1956 when it was consolidated with Carriere. Center Mercantile 
remained until 1969 when Camille put it out of business, leaving only Palmer’s Store, 
which had begun business in 1939. Union Baptist Church remains. In 1975 Mrs. 
Lynell Lee opened Caesar’s Palace, a small restaurant specializing in barbecued foods, 
and Caesar has its own water system now, called the Center Water Association. 

These people and these events are not the only ones that made the early 
history of the Caesar area; they are just the bold outline, you might say; others were 
necessary to fill in and make the outline complete. Others came. And went. Or came 
later. Or worked quietly. Or simply lived their lives out. But the spirit of them all 
remains, and is felt, especially in this bicentennial year. 
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
